The Filipino people are a much mis­ 
represented race. 
The frequent pub­ 
lication of pictures of semi-naked Min­ 
danao Moros and Igorotes has caused 
a great many Americans to believe 
they are typical of the inhabitants of 
the Philippines. 
Such is far from the 
case, however. 
Of 11,000,000 inhab­ 
itants of the islands, 10,500,000 are a 
Christian, civilized people with a cul­ 
ture and refinement that will compare 
very favorably with that of other na­ 
tions. The Filipino women are excep­ 
tionally modest. 
A street flirtation in 
Manila, so. far as a Filipino woman is 
concerned, is something that is almost 
unknown, as any American that haa 
visited Manila will testify,

My six years’ ex 
perience as gov­ 
ernor - general

I have 
recommended

Congress, as well 
as to the executive 
a d rn i n i Stratton, 
that independence 
be granted. 
As to the question of the stability of 
government, I wish to say to the Am­ 
erican people upon my responsibility 
as the governor-general that in my 
opinion there exists today in the Phil­ 
ippine Islands a stable government, 
which I think should answer the re 
qui remen ts laid down by President. 
Grant and McKinley, and as I tinder 
stand it, also by Mr. Root—namely7, a 
government elected by the suffrage of 
she people, which is supported by Uh 
people, which is capable of maintain 
ing order and of fulfilling its interna 
tional obligations. 
I ani very glad to go on record as be­ 
ing entirely in sympathy with tile as­ 
pirations of the Filipino nation for in­ 
dependence. 
I have recommended to Congress 
that in granting independence some 
provision be made similar to what is 
mown as the Platt amendment in the 
Tea tv with Cuba, which restricts the 
ability of tie new republic in borrow*- 
mg of foreign governments and also 
'lermits tho Un* cd Slates to Interfere 
'•'iii! ti e oiIVairs of the new republic in 
case ck md it ions <f disorder should be 
found to prevail. 
S .uh recommenda­ 
tion does nut ctune as an expression of 
the views of the Filipinos; it is my 1 
own view of what would he desirable 
to secure a feeling of confidence and 
satisfaction on the part of all persons 
who have already invested money7 in 
the Philippines or who contemplate do­ 
ing so in the near future. 
But it is not right that independence 
itself should longer be delayed. 
By temperament, by experience, by 
financial ability, in every w7ay, the 
11,000,000 Filipinos are entitled to 
be free from every government except 
of their own choice. 
They are intelli­ 
gent enough to decide for themselves. 
I have found the native Filipino of­ 
ficial to be honest, efficient and as ca­ 
pable of administering executive posi­ 
tions as any men I have met anywhere 
in the world. 
These officials are today governing 
1.000 
municipalities 
and 
forty-two 
provinces, economically, efficiently and 
for the good of the entire people. They 
have a native congress, including many 
graduates of Yale, Princeton, Harvard 
and other American universities. Oili­ 
er members are graduates of Santo To­ 
mas and other Philippine universities, 
arid iii education and ability7 they com­ 
pare favorably with any I know. 
They have leaders like Speaker Os­ 
mond of the House of Representatives 
and President Quezon of the Senate 
who would adorn any office. 
The Philippines are away ahead % 
the United States in successful govern­ 
ment ownership arid operation of pub­ 
lic utilities. 
The government took hold of the 
steam railways and made them pay a 
profit of 1,000,000 pesos a year more 
than under private ownership. 
It took hold of the highways, and 
we have 7,000 miles of the best mac­ 
adamized roads in the world. 
The 
ManiLa city7 government is about to 
take over the street railways and the 
gas and electric plants, while the ter­ 
ritorial government is arranging for 
ownership and control of the coal sup­ 
ply. 
The movement for independence is 
a peaceful one. No territory was more 
loyal to Uncle Sam during the war. It 
offered an armed and equipped division 
to our government, gave it a subma­ 
rine destroyer and oversubscribed Lib­ 
erty loans and Red Cross funds. 
Two million natives speak English 
fluently, and there are 700,CHK) English 
speaking children in the public schools. 
I ain more than willing to retire if 
the Filipinos can tie granted what they 
deserve—a government like that of the 
United States.

John O'Brien, sentenced to hang 
Friday for the murder of Police­ 
man Richard Burke, appealed

Gov. Lowden and the State Pardons 
Board to save* him and offered to 
reveal the secrets of gangland in 
ail effort to prove that he did not 
fire the shot that killed tile patrol­ 
man. 
In his appeal to the 
Pardons 
Board O’Brien charges he took the 
blame to save a relative of Enright, 
who promised to get O'Brien off 
with not more than a two-year sen­ 
tence. 
Even after his conviction, 
O'Brien says, Enright insisted he 
could get a pardon, but with the 
gang leader murdered and 
the 
sheriff preparing to hang O’Brien 
Friday in the presence of 300 pris­ 
oners as an “object lesson,”

convicted man has given up hope in 
his former friend s efforts.

Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 18.—Fif­ 
teen hundred enthusiastic pastors 
from every section of Missouri and 
almost every denomination are 
a 
part of the Pastors’ conference of 
the Interchurch World 
Movement 
that has been in session here in the 
First Christian church since Mon­ 
day considering the world task that 
is before the hosts of Christianity 
at the present time. 
The church situation and condi­ 
tions in this state occupied fore­ 
most place in the program, with 
Missouri ministers studying the sit:j 
nation at home and preparing lo J 
launch plans for a more efficient, 
work, all co-operating together 
to 
prevent overlapping and waste of j 
funds, and yet to “preach the gos­ 
pel to every man.” 
Dr. A. W. Taylor of Columbia, in 
charge of the rural church survey, 
laid before the 
conference 
facts 
of rural surveys that ha\e been 
made up to this time. He declared 
that two-thirds o ft he rural church­ 
es of Missouri are making no prog­ 
ress and that 35 to 45 per cent of 
them are actually sliding backward. 
“Fourteen churches 
out 
of 
a 
score in one Missouri scounty,” Dr. 
Taylor said, in speaking 
of 
the 
church survey, “arc ready to 
he 
abandoned.” 
“Why are the churches failing in 
this state? The answer is that there 
are too many of them. 
The aver­ 
age number of people in a church 
in rural Missouri is 200. 
In some 
places there is a church for each 
ninety souls. 
The result is they 
are unable, in many instances, to 
obtain eompetnet pastors. 
There 
are so many Sunday schools that 
skilled teachers cannot be found.” 
Dr. Taylor said that it was com­ 
monly 
believed 
that the country 
was (he home of the church goers. 
The survey was showing, however 
he said, that only from 16 to 440 
per cent of the population in rural 
Missouri attended church, and he 
declared the showing in the cities 
was better.

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SIMS STILL TALKING. 
Speaking at a Lincoln Day celebra­ 
tion in Jersey City, Admiral Sims de­ 
clared that the United States “ might 
be up against it" in the next war if 
our navy had to face single-handed 
the navy of another country.
